Quebec is ideally situated on the 
northwest bank of the St. Lawrence 
River, about 300 miles from the Gulf.

“Plains of Abraham,” and also an 
“Obelisk’’ commemorating the fall of 


both heroes, Montcalm and Wolfe. 
The fortification buildings cover 
about 40 acres. It is an impregnable 
Spot, and well deserves the appelation 
of the “Gibraltar of America.” Dufter- 
in Terrace runs along the edge of the 
cliff over 200 feet above the river, over- 
looking the lower city. The view from 
ehére is perfect, and is only rivalled by 
that obtained from the balcony of La- 
val University near by. In the lower 
city are many old. dwellings and an- 
tique buildings. , The churches, which 
are numerous im Quebec, are beautiful 
edifices, and the interiors of many are 
decorated with paintings by the old 
masters. The ‘‘Chateau de Frontenac,” 
the principal hotel, is close to the cita- 
del. It is one of the most beautiful ho- 


.tels in the Dominion. 


Quebec as a beautiful resort, and as 
an ideal site for a city first appealed 
to Jacqtes Cartier on his sail up. the 
St. Lawrence, and afterwards to the 
freat explorer, Champlain, whose re- 
mains now lie in the cathedral. Fa- 
mous by reason of the two _ heroes, 
Montcalm and Wolfe, who succumbed 
On its plains, and always interesting 
to the reader of American history by 
reason of Montgomery’s glorious but 
futile attack, Quebec needs only suffi- 
cient advertising to make it the resort 
of America, both winter and summer 
Low rates to principal Canadian points 
Via Boston and Maine railroad will be 
in effect December 28, 1903, affording 
an excellent opportunity to visit these 
cities.

| Splendid Work by the Firemen. 


has visited Andover in late years oc- 
curred about midnight on Tuesday, when 
the workshop of A. Kaiser’s furniture 
store Was gutted and the barber shop of 
K. k. Eastman, West & Son’s bakery and 
W. Knipes’ plumbing store was dam- 
aged by water, Kaiser and West & Son 
being the heaviest Josers. 


‘ situated at the engine house and the de- 
partment soon had three streams of 
water on the burning building. This 
was found to be inadequate and a second 
alarm was sounded for the whole, de- 
partment to respond. ~The Ballardvale 


the apparatus made a record run, coming 
in 13 minutes. 

The steamer from the local house was 
brought out and stationed at Wake- 
field's corner but was not brought into 
use as there was sufficient force from 
the hydrants. 

The fire; which originated in the work 


shop of Kaiser, and is said to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion, was 
stubbornly fought by the firemen who 
are to be congratulated on their good 
work, the blaze being confined to the 
top story. F t 

The firemen were severely «handi- 
being no windows in the rear of the 
yuilding. ‘They were compelled to work 
in a blinding smoke and intense heat 
before the skylight and the windows in 
the front of the structure could be 
broken open. When this was done 
flames licked the air outside and the 
upper stories of the building were en- 
veloped in a dense smoke. 

On the lower floor the damage was 
wholly by water. Most of the stock of 
West & Son, which consisted of con- 
fectionery, cake, pastry, bread, etc., was 
removed by willing hands to the police 
station and their loss will be compara 
tively small. ‘The interior of the store 
will have to be renovated however, as 
the plastering is ruined and other parts 
of the room will have to be repaired. 

In Eastman’s and Knipe’s the damage 
was not heavy. In the former place 
very little water soaked through as the 
floor of Kaiser’s Office was covered with 
linoleum, thus preventing the water 
from doing much damage. In the 
latter’s store the stock was well covered 
by the firemen, thus preventing the 
water from reaching it and causing 
little damage. 

After a hard fight for over an hour the 
fire was extinguished and the all out 
) sounded at 1.45 a. m. 

It is a singular fact that fire occurred 
some eleven years ago in the same room 
and from the same cause as ‘Tuesday 
night’s fire, when the store was occupied 
by H. P. Noyes.

M. Henri d’Aubigne Speaks at South 
Church on the Work of McAll 
Mission. 


In the South church lecture room, 
Wednesday evening, an audience com- 
posed of members of al! our churches, 
listened to an interesting lecture, sup- 
plemented by stereopticon views. 

‘The speaker was M. Henri Merle 
da’ Aubigné who arrived in this country 
about three weeks ago, coming as the 
representative of the Mission Populaire 
Evangélique de Franceto the American 
societies interested in its work. 

In his address he dwelt much on the 
great unrest of the French people, the 
bitter and active hostility toward one 
another pervading a!l classes, in politics 
and in religion, even the old Roman 
Catholic church denouncing as heretics 
a large portion of its membership. 

Then there is the Anti-Semitie agi- 
tation. The speaker pronounced the 
Dreyfus affair one of the most im- 
portant incidents in French history for 
one’ hundred years, because it had 
served to awaken the nation to its 
perils and needs. 

Atheism is so nearly universal 
France needs missionaries as much as 
China or, India. Intémperance is 
making dire havoc among the working 
classes, even the women and children 
excess. Of the working 
men only about one in a huudred ever 
goes to church. 

The MeAll mission is a needed mission 
although the French Protestant chureh
